WILEY SCORES 
DINNER HOSTS. 


“Slaps Faces” of Brokers for 
Gambling in Stocks. 


Tells San Francisco Dealers 
Business Is Illegal. 


Predicts Country Will End 
Selling of Futures. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SAN. FRANCISCO, March 20.— 
{Exclusive Dispatch.] An extraordi- 
nary situation full of humor and seri- 
ousness took place in the Merchants’ 
Exchange at noon today when Dr. 
Harvey W. Wiley of pure-food fame 
told an audience of a hundred prom- 
inent brokers and stock dealers that 
their business was chiefly gambling. 

Dr. Wiley, being in this city on a 
lecture tour of the country, had been 
invited to address the exchange, and 
was the guest of the business men 
afterward at luncheon at the Com- 
merce Club. ; 

In return the famous fighter for 
clean business slapped their faces. He 
did it so gently and good-humoredly, 
moreover, that they applauded him 
without the slightest particle of re- 
sentment. The calm, uncompr ising 
Wiley personally triumphed, and the 
merchants laughed at their own pre- 
dicament. 

WILEY SCORES BUSINESS. 

Dr. Wiley spoke from a position 
immediately in front of a large black- 
board, covered with chalked quota- 
tions on Futures.“ 

There was a thrill of surprise when 
Dr. Wiley caimly said: 

“I am not much of a believer in 
this business of buying and selling 
things before they are produced. I 
believe that you gentlemen, many of 
you, are chiefly concerned in dealing 
in ‘Shorts.’ 

“The time is coming when business 
of that kind will cease to exist.” 

The point thus made, Dr. Wiley 
went on to drive it home. 

“There is absolutely no legitimate 
foundation to this type of buying and 
selling. It has no relation whatever 
to productive business, which is the 
only legitimate kind. There is plenty 
of business in the world without draw- 
ing on your imaginations. There are 
plenty of things to buy and sell with- 
There 
is no other name to call it excepting 
gambling.“ 

RAPS HIS AUDIENCE. 

Having thus rapped his audience, 
almost every one of whom had ten 
minutes ‘before been recalled from 
the business of buying and selling 
non-existent quantities only by the 
sound of a gong, Dr. Wiley went on 
to talk of other sorts of business 
which it was evident he placed on the 
same moral plane as the business of 
short selling.

MONTENEGRIN DENIES 
AUSTRIA COMPLAINT.

LONDON, March 20.—-M. Popo- 
vitch, the Montenegrin delegate now 
in London, declares that the incidents 
on which the Austrian complaints are 
based either are untrue or are of small 
importance. 

The story of the molestation of the 
Austrian steamer Skodra, is denied of- 
ficially by the Montenegrin govern- 
ment. She is an insignificant river 
craft, carrying a crew of eight men, 
according to the Montenegrin state- 
ment. 

The Montenegrin commanders, M. 
Popovitch says, long have known that 
the Franciscan monastery, the Aus- 
trian Orphans’ Home, the Italian 
schools and other foreign private 
buildings in Scutari, which fly the 
Austrian flag, have been employed for 
military purposes, and it is not sur- 
prising therefore, he asserts, that they 
have been fired on. The allegations 
of the ill-treatment of Catholics and 
of forcible conversions he declared 
to be false.

They went awuy convinced that while 
the President would devote himself 
first and foremost to tariff revision, 
he now hoped that at least a start 
on monetary reform, if not actual 
legislation, would be possible in the 
extra session. 

From the “rst, the President has 
believed in the necessity for immedi- 


ious that Congress should focus its 
attention and that of the nation on 
the tariff question he never has given 
up the idea of getting a currency 
measure before the country within 
a few months. Some of his friends 
said today that they were particular- 
ly hopeful for currency reform be- 
cause of the attitude of the Demo- 
cratic leaders in Congress toward ex- 
peditious action on the tariff. 

TO KEEP BILL SECRET. 
Senator Simmons, chairman of the 

nee Committee, is reported to 
have said that the tariff could be 
digposed of within three month. Like 
the tariff, the currency bill when 
drawn will de presented as a party 
measure, carefully worked out by 
Congressional committees in co-op- 
eration with the President. It will 
not be made public, it is said, until 
it has been studied closely by mem- 
bers of the Cabinet, recognized au- 
thorities on currency questions and 
some of the leading business men of 
the country in whose judgment the 
administration has confidence. 
The President intends to stay in 
Washington throughout the extra 
session, giving every attention to 
legisiative matters.

PASS THIRTEEN BILLS. 
With only thirteen working days til!

REALTY BOARD IS TOLD PLANS 
OF BUREAU. 


ment Being Formcd—To Give In- 


formation Regarding Manufactur- 
ing Possibilities of This City. 


The proposed work of the industrial 
bureau being organized as a depart- 
ment of the Chamber of Commerce 
was forcibly brought to the attention 
of the Los Angeles Realty Board yes- 
terday at Brink's Cafe. 

Speaking for the Chamber of Com- 
merce in behalf of the new movement 
were Percy H. Clark, F. W. Braun, 
H. Jevne and Carl McStay, who, with 
Stoddarg Jess, comprise the commit- 
tee which has the organization of 
the industrial department in hand. 

Clark gave Secretary Wiggins credit 
for having had more to do with in- 
creasing, the population of Southern 
California in the last ten years than 
any other twenty-five men in Los An- 
geles. He said Wigsins's work has 
necessarily been largely confined to 
advertising California's climate and 
agricultural possibilities. No one 
man, or any single organisation in 
Los Angeles could possibly be in a 
position, according to Clark, to give 
definite and complete information 
with regard to the possibilities of 
manufacturing enterprises, and it is 
to meet this necessity that an in- 
dustrial bureau is to be established. 

This institution is to have a wide 
membership representing every line 
of enterprise in California, the mem- 
bers to pay $100 a year for its sup- 


Braun said Pittsburgh has recent- 
ly found it necessary to organize such 
a bureau in spite of the fact that it 
is the greatest industrial city in the 
world. Pittsburgh has tonnage, but 
it wants artisanship that will attract 
higher-priced labor and a refinement 
of production.

Gas and Electric Company Asks 
Court t Restrain Enforcement of 
New Ordinance, - 

Seeking to restrain enforcement of 
an ordinance adopted by the Board 
of Trustees of the city of Bakers- 
field, fixing the price of gas in that 
city from March 25, 1913 to March 
24, 1914, at 50 cents per 1000 cubic 
feet, suit was begun in the United 
States District Court yesterday by the 
Bakersfield Gas and Electric Light 
Company, against the municipality. 
The prayer of the petition is thai 


clared confiscatory in character and 
that its enforcement be permanently 
enjoined. 

It is alleged that the ordinance was 
arbitrarily rassed and without due 
regard for the rights of the plain- 
tiff corporation. 

It is further set out that on Novem- 
ber 18, 1912, A. G. Wishon, manager 
of the company, appeared before the 
Board of Trustees, showing the cost 
of producing gas in Bakersfield, fol- 
lowing With the statement that the 
price ought not to be less than 81 
cents per 1000 cubic feet if the plain- 
tiff was to have a fair return on its 
investment. It is also alleged that 
at the price fixed by the defendant 
there will be afforded only a net in- 
come of 4.52 per cent. of the value 
of the physical properties during the 
year covered by the life of the con- 
tract proposed.

RESULT OF RAILROAD, JOBBERS 
AND CITY COMPROMISE. 


Chief Item of San Pedro Shipment 
May Be Saddied With Added Tax 
of Cent to the Hundred Pounds, 


The reported agreement between 
the Southern Pacific and the Salt 
Lake railroads and the jobbers and 
city officials is- arousing great interest 
among local lumbermen, who see in 
the compromise an increased rate 
saddled on all lumber products of 1 
cent per hundred pounds. As lum- 
ber is the principal item of shipment 
at present an increase of 1 cent means 
an enormous increase in the revenue 
of the railroads at the expense of 
lumber dealers operating through the 
harbor. . 

The old rate was 6 cents, which the 
State Railroad Commission upon 
complaint of Los Angeles cut to 4 
cents. Now in return for the conces- 
sions granted the jobbers in Los An- 
geles on other commodities the Har- 
bor Commission has agreed, it is said, 
to permit the railroads to raise the 
rate on lumber. The rate on ce- 
ment is also to be raised a quarter of 
a cen and on plaster 1 1-4 cents. The 
present rate on both cement 
and plaster is 3 1-4 cents per 
ewt. Under the proposed agreement 
the jobbers have agreed not to oppose 
the increase on lumber in return for 
lower rates on other commodities. 
The commission recently suspended 
its decision to separate the wharfage 
and hauling charges in order to give 
the railroads time to make reductions 
in the rates to correspond to the haul- 
ing charges, and the compromise 
rates, if accepted by the commission, 
willl stand. Class rates will remain 
the same as heretofore fixed, with the 
exception of the fifth class which is 
reduced from 7 to 5 cents. All car-

AW TO DRIVE OUT MANUFACTURERS 
H. W. Foote of this city has present- 


e an exceedingly able argument against | 


the passage of a bill introduced at Sacra- 
mento by Senator Boynton called an “em- 
ployers’ liability bill.” 

It ought to be called, says Mr. Foote, “an 


act to promote governmental] paternalism, 


and build up a political machine at the 
pense of the industries of the State.” 
The bill places Chinese, Japanese, Indians, 
foreigners and hobo floating about the 
country on an equal footing with hard- 
working American mechanics having wives 
and families to care for. It provides for 
a commission of three to be appointed by 
Holy Hiram, and gives this commission leg- 
Wlative, judicial and administrative pow- 
ers possessed by no Federal, State or mu- 
nicipal officers in all the land. 

‘The patronage placed in the hands of the 
commissioners is “something fierce.” They 
are given unlimited powers to appoint an 
attorney, secretaries, clerks, stenographers, 
managers, superintendents, actuaries, in- 
spectors, accountan’s and referees. No 


maids, but these are provided for by a 
general clause that they may appoint “as 
many more employees as they deem neces- 
sary to carry out the provisions of the act.” 
They are empowered to fix salaries with- 
out limit for all their employees, and to 
make contracts with phyviclans, surgeons 
and hospitals for attendance and care of 
the injured. No time limit or price limit 
is imposed upon the doctors, and no pro- 
vision whatever is made for the appoint- 
ment of a chaplain or other spiritual ad- 
Viser. 

The judicial powers granted exceed those 
of any court in the world. There can be no 


-@ppeal taken from their decisions. 


The Constitution of the United States, 
which recognizes the common-law right to 
4 jury in damage cases, is not recognized 
and the commigsion is made a probate 
court in cases where the dependent of an 
employee killed is a minor or incompetent. 

Public corporations and employers are 
authorized to insure against compensation 
Habikty under this act provided they insure 
with a State insurance trust, but they are 
denied the right to buy insurance in the 
open market. 

The insurance commission is to be am- 
ply provided with money to try experi- 
ments and pay their salaries, for the bill 
‘provides for an appropriation of $412,130 
to start it with. No data in support of the 
odd $30 is assigned. It is doubtless a guess, 
for, as Mr. Foote says, “there is no actuary 
ir the United States that has the data to 
fin the coat of compensation insurance f 
the different classes of business which will 
not have to be largely a guess.” . 

The effect of thie measute as a law would 
be to force industries to retire from the 
State in many cases and to deter others 
from coming in just at a time it is most 
necessary to offer them every inducement 
come. If California gets any benefit 
opening ot the Panama Canal it 
will have to have something besides fruits 
and beans to offer as a return cargo. That 
song has been good enough to at- 
tourists, but not menufacturers. No 
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sane man will invest capital where by stat- 
ute he is taxed directly and indirectly so 
as to make it impossible for him to get ade- 
quate returns on his investment. 

The law of 1911 gives ample compensa- 
tion to workmen. It is sufficiently drastic 
for his protection, and it gives the employ- 
er the right to take his chances under the 
State compensation ect or that of common 


“This act is so absolutely absurd as an 
act for the general welfare of the people of 
the State that it can only be classed with 
a law which provides the death penalty for 
a crime, but gives the condemned man the 
choice of being hanged, shot or electrocuted, 
all of which must be a comfort to him so 
long as he has got to die. 

“On account of its many provisions 
which would conflict with law it was nec- 
essary that this commission should be 
placed above the courts or even the Con- 
stitution. Through it all are the earmarks 


of the politician as well as the doctrines 


of the labor trouble-maker.” 


OOD ROADS AND TOBACCO. 

Congressman Warburton of Washing 
ton, just before the adjournment of Con- 
g-ess, introduced a bill providing for the 
construction of wagon roads by the na- 
tional government. His plan is compre- 
hensive and practicable and deserves se- 
ricus consideration. 

He proposes that the United States shall 
build a system of national interstate high- 
ways that will give each State a basic sys- 
tem of highways wich which they can con- 
nect and construct 4 State system of high- 
ways. 

He proposes a complete system of inter- 
state paved highways sixteen feet wide con- 
necting every State capital with every other 
and with the capital of the United States. 
In the bill which locates the roads the capi- 
tale are basic points through which the 
roads must pass. : 

In the system all cities of over 100,000 
population and all the chief seaports are 
taken in, and the routes are so erranged 
that“ they will run in the direction of the 
general movement of commerce and travel, 
with the least possible mileage. 

The bin provides that routes between 
points named must be located so as to pass 
through all cities of over 10,000 population 
where it will not increase mileage over 12 
per cent. It also provides for branch roads 
to every city of a population of 20,000, pro- 
viding the city can be reached by fifty 
miles of roadway, and in case such city 
cannot be reached by the construction of 
over fifty miles of the necessary roadway 
to reach such city, the government shall 


- aiild fifty miles, provided the city or State 


will build the additional mileage. 

There are only about one-half dozen 
cities in the United States of 20,000 popu- 
lation or more that would not be reached 
without the municipality constructing any 
mileage. There are 230 cities in the United 


States with .a population between 20,000 


and 100,000 people. Two-thirds of such 
cities are on the main trunk highways. 

In California over 75 per cent. of the peo 
ple reside on or within ten miles of the 
proposed national highway. The actual 
mileage necessary to be constructed under 
Congressman Warburton's bill would be 
18,000 miles. The average cost of construc- 
tion would be $15,000 per mile or $270,000,- 
000 


Congressman Warburton proposes to

num and pay for the roads in five years. 
“The tobacco tax is now not one-fourth 
of what it was during the war. It was tak- 


the clearing of a keel of commerce. Hun- 
dreds of millions nave been expended in 
the erection of government buildings in lit- 
tle towns where one postoffice clerk was 
able to receive and distribute the mails. 
France, with one-third of our population, 
bas constructed 24,000 miles of national 
highways and is now hard-surfacing them. 
The little island of Jamaica has 1000 miles 
of the finest macadam and hard-surface 
roads. 

In this State it bas been demonstrated 
that $8000 per mile will construct a high- 
way sixteen feet wide with a broken-stone 
foundation and a finishing coat of ofl ma- 
cadam. This type of road will resist the 
heaviest auto trucks used. Goods are now 
sent from the wholesale houses in Los An- 
geles to small towns within a radius of 
fifty miles by auto trucks which success- 
fully compete with both steam and electric 
roads. 

Los Angeles has not waited for action by 
the Federal government. Four years ago 
her people voted an ‘issue of $3,500,000 of 


+ highway bonds to construct about 300 miles 


of highways. | 

It has been proposed to offer aid from the 
Federal treasury for road construction in 
an amount equal to that which the State is 
willing to appropriate for the same purpose. 
While California could readily comply with 
such a gondition it would not give her what 
the most needs—good-roads connection 
with the East. Nevada, Arizona and New 
Mexico are each over 300 miles wide. To 
construct a first-class wagon road across 
either would require an expenditure of over 
$5,000,000. Neither ot these States might 
feel able or willing to contribute one-half 
of the amount required. 

The best and most practicable plan of 
road construction that has yet been sug- 
gested is that outiined in Congressmen 
Warburton's bill, which provides a system 
of good roads reaching every city of 100, 


00 people and leaving it to States and mu- 


nicipalities to make the necessary connec- 
tions.

ULSTER YACHT CLUB IS 
ANXIOUS ABOUT BIG RACE. 


BELFAST (Ireland) March 20.— 
B A request was sent today by cable 
by the Royal Ulster Yacht Club 
asking the New York Yacht Club for 
a reconsideration of its refusal of Sir 
Thomas Lipton’s challenge for the 
America’s cup. This was accompa- 
nied by a long statement from Sir 
Thomas with which the committee of 
the Irish club signified its agreément. 
The committee hopes that the har- 
monious relations of the two clubs 
will be cemented further by another 
successful series of races and there- 
fore requests the New York Yacht 
Club to reconsider the challenge. 

Sir Thomas Lipton’s statement is as 
follows: 

“I deeply regret that the New York 
Yacht Club has been unable to accept 
my challenge. After reading the ex- 
planation given of its refusal 1 can 
only conclude that the challenge and 
the intention of the challengers have 
been misinterpreted.

weakest, mightiest, wisest and fool- 
ishest animal on earth, is  distin- 
guished from all other creatures by 
his laugh. And that taculty is not 
given him until farty or fifty days 
after his birth, as though it were 
an afterthought— God's last, best gift 
to man. 
“No other animal laughs. When 
a dog shows his teeth he is going 
to bite. Philosophers in all the ages 
have noted this. Aristotle said: ‘When 
we laugh at a brute, it is at some 


him in the man's spectacles. A child's 
dress is pretty. On the monkey it 
is ridiculous. It makes the brute an 
imitation man. 

“God, then, has given to his chil- 
dren of the human race the great 
commission to laugh for all ereation 
—to create all the laughter there is 
in the whole wide world. And if we 
fail in that high duty, divinely laid 
upon us, the world will indeed be a 
valley of tears. 

“What does man laugh at? Oh, 
everything, nothing, anything. ‘It is 
a good thing to laugh at any rate,’ 
says Dryden, ‘and if a straw tickle 
a man, it is an instrument of hap- 
piness.’ ‘I laugh at everyone,’ said 
a. crabbed old cynic, ‘who laughs at 
me.’ “Then,’ said Socrates, ‘you lead 
the merriest life in Athens.’ 

“What is this faculty of the laugh- 
ing animal, anyhow? What does he 
What does he 
is .a very serious, rather complex 
pscycho-physiological function. The 
lexicographer exhausting learning 
and wisdom for his definition, says 
that ‘laughter is a mode of express- 
ing mirth, consisting chiefly of cer- 
tain convulsive and partly involun- 
tary actions of the muscles of respi- 
ration, by means of which, after an 
inspiration, the expuision of the air 
from the chest in a series of jerks 
produces a succession of short, 
abrupt sounds, accompanied by cer- 
tain movements of the muscles of 
the face, and often other parts of 
the body, by 
tears.’ 

“Now, you see what it is. And if 
you will just recall this elaborate and 
comprehensive definition of the act 
whenever you are tempted to laugh, 
it will stop you before you begin. 
The same dictionary also informs us 
that accompanied by a feeling of an- 
noyance rather than merriment, it 
may be caused by tickling.’ 

“Children laugh oftener than 
grown-ups. Laugh at lighter things; 
at trifles: at nothings: laugh and cry 
at the same time. And if there is 
anything in this universe of melodies 
sweeter than the laughter of the little 
ones God is keeping it for us in 
the kingdom of the little children. 

“A very serious minded brother 
once asked me, ‘Do you believe there 
will be any laughter in Heaven?’ I 
certainly do. If that isn’t allowed 
they'll have trouble with me, right 
away. One thing I do know—there 
won't be anv crying there. The Bible 
is emphatically specific about that. 
It will be a mighty dry place for peo- 
ple, who use their eyes for sprink- 
ling carts.”
